Inland ITavieation- 

Some woets ago wo discussetl lite 
BubjecL of improving tho navigation 
of tho Uppoi- FiaHor aiul nxprosstHl 
tbo earnest hope that tho Dominiou 
Govornment might see its ^Yay ch'ur 
to iindertako the work. AVe are now 
in a position to state that tho hope at 
that time oxprossod is in a iair way 
' offuU and npoeily realization. Moii- 
BUres have already been taken to oh- 
tftin a complete report of what is ne- 
oeHsary to be done in order to render 
navigable for steanierH that Htrotfh of 
the Eraser extending from Big Bar to 
Soda Greek,— a distance of ninety- 
odd miles; and we are glad to know 
that the matter has been entrusted to 
•■ a potty of great practical experiem-c 
in that line. In the absence of abso- 
lute data essential to accurate estinm- 
tion, we believe that one hundred and 
fifty. thousand dollars will approximate 
the cost of the projected work; nud 
there is excellent reason for antici- 
pating that active operations will fol- 
low close upon the Iheels of the re- 
port. In this country of gigantic 
trees, stupendous mountains and 
magnificent distances, some niny ))e 
diapoHod to regard ninety miles of in- 
land navigation as a matter of com- 
parativelj trivial importance; but to 
those possessing a practical knowledge 
of the fertile country it drains and the 
great difBculty of moving tho products 
of the same, tho work of rcmloring 
navigable that ninety-mile stretcli will 
appear anything but trilling. The 
reader must know that it embraces 
millionB of excellent agricultural acres, 
situated right in the heart of the couu- 
tey, where a single 'ranch" has yield- 
ed a hundred and fifty tons of grain 
in a season, where "ranches" not a 
few have produced from fifty to a 
hundred tons, but where, owing to the 
difficulty and expense of moving pro- 
duce and, it may be added, the in. 
adequacy of present demands, not 
ten per cent, of these i-esults are now 
maintained. The reader will under- 
stand this better wlien it is staled that 
it coats from four to live cents a pound 
to transport produce over thcso ninety 
miles of land, although the ronds may 
be called good. 'J'aking the iniiiinuna 
cost, just think of eiglity iLillars a 
ton of .freight cluirges t'ur sending 
produce from Big Bar to Soda Creole, 
as compared with what would con- 
stitute a fairly remunerative steam- 
boat charge between these two points, 
' were the river navigable. Nor docs 
this difference, enormous as it must 
• -be, conititute the full measure of 
*,ithe advantage to be gained. Tho 
1 difference in time and depreciation 
in condition and value of produce must 
-. albo to taken into account. In time 
"ihe dSference would be very great. 
Produce leaving Big Bar nuglit fairly 
be presumed to reach Soda 6reek in a 
single day by water. By land it wouhi 
take a week! As for tho rest, there 
are some productions of farm and 
dairy that it would bo practically im- 
poaaible to transport by existing modes 
of conveyance, lieganletl as a moans 
of developing the immense agricultural 
resources in the very heart of this pro- 
vince as well as a means of developing 
its untold mineral resources by cheap- 
ening the miner's food,thi8 work would 
appear to be an absolute necessity. J t 
will be observed that, whUe this pro- 
ject promises the producer better re- 
sults, it at the same time^offera cbeaj)- 
er and better living to consumers, 
thereby enabling mines to bo worked 
to profit now lying idle owing to the 
high price of food chiefly attributable 
to tho defective and expensive means 
of transport. In view of these and 
otlior advantages whicli might bo en- 
numerated did tiuio ami space permit, 
Buroly tho probable cost of rendering 
tho Frasor llivor luivigabic between 
Big Bar and Soda Greek dwindhis into 
comparative insignificance, while view- 
ed in the light of assured results, and the 
practical good senBo.and lanostontatious 
promptitude of the Federal Qovernmont 
in taking hold of it is certainly deserv- 
ing of commendation, and T'ill not fail 
to be duly„ appreciated by all rigl 1 1 
thinking ipersons in every section cjf 
the Province.

Several of the Russian .papers pub- 
lish long articles on the ' occasion of 

the lumdredth anniversary of the first 
recognition of the right of Russia to 
imvigato the Black Sea under her own 
(lag, by the Treaty of Koudjouk-Kain- 
ardji, concluded in July, 1774. "Up to 
a hundred years ago," says tho "Cto- 
losB," "Russian ships were only al- 
lowed to enter tho Black Sea from the 
Sea of Azof under the Turlcish Hag; 
since then the Russian and Turkish 
llags alone have been admitted on tho 
Black Sea. While tho power of Rus- 
sia very soon extended to the whole of 
tho novtliorn and eastern shores efthat 
sea, she did not (Ind the means, nor 
has sho found tlioni to this day, of cor- 
respondingly developing her maritime 
trade. On the other hand, she labor- 
ed with the moi'e energy and success 
in creating a fleet, and the Black Sea 
has, imtil the most recent times, been 
the ju'incipal school for her seamen. 
The glorious ibiy of Sinoj)e in the 
Crimean war, when our fleet were en- 
gaged with its Turkish neighbor 
strongtlied by English and French 
slii[)s, was followed by the catastroplio 
of Scbiislopol : in order to block up 
the entrance to the harbor, tho greater 
junt of our ileet — the pride and hojio 
of our country, which it had taken 70 
yours to build — was sunk in the waves. 
Only a few small ships were left. The 
Treaty of Paris of 1S5G deprived the 
Russian Enqdre oven of tho right to 
nuiiutiiin a ileot in tho Black Sea; a 
pair of schooners wore left for coast 
duty, and nothing more. • . • • 
When, in 1870, the Prussians stood 
before Paris, tho well-known circular 
note, prepared on tho suggestion of 
I'rinc'O Bismo.rck, was issiK.'d, dc(dar- 
ing that Czar could no longer be bound 
by the provisions of 1850 with regard 
to the Black Sea. All the world was 
silent, and the clioins with which we 
were attached to the coasts of the 
Black Sea fell to the ground." The 
writer adds that the moment selected 
for iliis declaration was an eminently 
fnvorabk^ one, as the old wooden ships 
were just at that time l)eiug su2)crced- 
ed by iron-clnds. ' Now that Noco- 
laiefl" has been complotely e([uipped as 
a great naval storeluuise ancl arsomils, 
the construction of new Hhi2)s is jjro- 
cceding pretty rjipidly, though as yet 
the Black Sea licet only comprises two 
ironclad (corvettes, live screw corvettes 
two yachts, and a few gunboats. The 
Russian merchant na\y on the Black 
Sea is also in a very backward condi- 
tion. 'J'he luerchantships which exist- 
ed l)e>foro tlieCriiuoan war were chief- 
ly coiislructed for coast navigation, 
and were neui-ly all destroyed by tho 
enemy. Moreover, tho inhabitants of 
the shores of the Blaok Sea do not 
like sadoring'-, and have no mercantile 
instincts. * * ♦ * 

The (iovernment has eertaiidy suc- 
ceeded, though with great difliculty .in 
attracting a pietty considerable num- 
ber of colonists of various nationalities 
to the country, but these have not im- 
])rovod the Russian carrying trade suf- 
licieidly to enable tho Russian mer- 
chants to dispense with foreign ships. 
So far, indeed, is this from being the 
case that foreign ships are almost ex- 
clusively used for this purpose. After 
the destruction of the fleet and the an- 
nihilatifui of the beginnings of a mer- 
chant nii\y in tho Criuioan war, a Rus- 
sian Society for Navigntion and Coin- 
uuTce,' sunpoi'ted by the State, was 
formed at Odessa. This society open- 
ed a direct communication with the 
harbors of Southern and Western Eu- 
rope, and recently made an iittempt, 
thcnigh with but slight success, to ou- 
ter into connnunicution with Eastern 
.\sia tliroiigli the Suez Canal; but it is 
not alone capable of giving^^^,^ y •' con- 
siderable development p.^^of '■ ^ com- 
merce or the ean-ying ->•: ude, and it 
stifles the other undertakings of a sim- 
ilar kind by its monopoly."

Cruise of tlie iBoxer. 

H. M. S. Bo-Ker arrived in Esquimau on 
Thursday night from a cruise to the West 
Coast with tlio Indian Commissioner. 
Having visited nearly all tho tril)es living 
there and rounded tho Island. Tlio fol- 
lowing is an account of tho cruiso: 

Sept. 3. Embarked Dr. Powell, Indian 
Commissioner, and Mr. Blenkinsop. Loft 
Esquimau and steamed down tho Straits 
to Noah Bay; .somo ?>00 Indians (Makawa) 
wore here; "the Goliah tug arrived. 

Sept. 3. Leaving Neah Bay encounter- 
ed a thick fog which renjjorod a return 
necessary; after anchoring a short time in 
Neali Bay steamed across to Port San 
Juan, V. I.; visited the tribe of Indiana, 
the Pahtchenalits; on numbering them 
oouutod 74 men, women aud cliildrou; 
thoy are a most dirty tribe, and several 
wore very drunk ; a canoo of. Nitonalita 
having arrived with whiskey; tho Indian 
Commissioner expressed his grief and 
they promised to amend; there is a trad- 
ing station here, one of Spring & Co'a. 

Sept. 5. Loft Port San Juan and round- 
ing Capo Boalo in very bad weather, an- 
chored oil tho Aholiahts winter village, 
just inside tho Capo; found tho tribe wore 
at tlioir summer ranch iu tho Sarita Val- 
ley; weighed iu tho afternoon, steamed 
up and anchored at Christie Bay, in Na- 
mukamis Bay, amidst very heavy sqalls 
of wind,rniu and thick woatlior. 

Sept. (!. Steamed up Alboriii Canal, an- 
choring off tho Sawmills; Indian Cuuunis- 
sioner visitod tho Seshahts at their old 
village, where had ahso assembled tho 
Ekoolthahts and Opochiaaht tribes; after 
a long interview with them, presents of 
garden and other tools were made to 
their oheifs for the use of the tribes to 
improve their land, houses, &c. 

Sept. 7. Visited Mr. Clark at tho farm 
( which is well worthy of the name) on 
Sooinass River; tlio croi>s, especially in 
tho garden, looking most tlonribliing; on 
leaving Albcrui we proceeded down the 
coast, anclioring in Green Cove, XJchiick- 
losit Harbour, meeting horo by nppoinf- 
mout tho Olieliaht aud Owcliucklisaht 
tribes; iu the nftcrnoon proceeded in tho 
gig to the fishing village of tho latter at 
the head of tlio harbor which is situated 
near a very pretty river where the salmon 
were jumping in vast numbers, diffioalty 
being experienced iu getting the boat 'far 
up tho river, and aoveral were leaping in 
tho canooa. Owing to tho splondiil take 
of salmon and dog lishand the vi.sitof tho 
Indian Commissiouor, tho natives were 
perfectly happy, being rendered .still 
more so by.a few pregenta to two blind 
men, siok, eto. Au interpreter was re- 
ceived here from the Ahehahl tribe. 

Sept. 8, Started early from Green Covo 
anchoring at tho entrauco of the Uklovil- 
thaht village near a trading station (one 
of Spring i Go's) iu charge of Captain 
Francis. Tlio schooner Surprise was on 
the beaoh. Bishop Seghers having ar- 
rived in her and gone in a onnoe 
to Kyuquot Sound; most of the Indians 
were away fishing; similar presents of 
garden tools were made to them and like 
presents left in ohargo of Capt. Francis 
for tho Toquahts, who live near aud wore 
observed coming in their cauoos. Among 
the Uklovilthaht tribe is an old and most 
influential war-chief, named lyapanoolth, 
who lias often lod his tribe in many a bat- 
tle and always brought them through vic- 
torious; those ludiau.s not mauy years 
since wore tho terror of the ueighl)ouring 
tribes; but now being brought under tlu. 
Indian Agency aro most peacablo and aro I 
anxious to see tlie whites settled ani'Hig | 
them. Passing tho Centre Rooks, a most 
dangerous looking roof at the entrauco of 
tho Inlet; steamed to Clayocpiot Sound 
and anchored iu Hecate passage North of 
Vargas Island. The Ahousahts aud the 
Klahookwahts, who live on this Sound, 
came on board; the chief of tho latter, 
Sitakanim, being the warrior who with 
hia people attacked the "^Kyukwahts many 
years ago when the latter defended them- 
selves so well aa to drive tliom ofT. Old 
Sitakanim was now ornamented with a 
military coat and cap. Tho Ahousahts 
were the tribe punished by H. M. S. Sut- 
lej and Devastation in October, 18G4, for 
tlio piracy of tho Kingfisher and murder 
of her crow. 

Sept. 9. Over 25 canoes alongside and 
ino Indians interviewed by the In- 
dian Gorami.ssioiier; steamed ou and an- 
chored in Refuge Covo, wliore tho Mali- 
nohhaiiaahts live. A small ljut very dirty 
tribe, numbering iu all 17; here, as overy- 
whoro this season, tho run of salmon ai>- 
neiTB to have been enormous. 

Sept. 10. Leaving hero, paasod Hos- 
quiat Harbor, where tho Hu.shkwayalits 
live, the trit)o wlio murdered tho crew of 
tho "John ]?riglil" Hoiuc yours ago; (the 
gibbet on whicli '2 of the murder(u-s were 
hanged, still remains) ; proceeded on to 
Nootka Sound anchoring in Friendly 
Cove — ninety six years earlier. Captain 
Cook arrivO(l here on tho "Resolution"; it 
it tlio home of tho Movitohahts, known 
as tho NootkaliH, a very largo ranch;near- 
ly all tho Indians wore away ilshing; had 
!(>ft rathor hurriedly owing to sickness in 
the ranch, from which 12 had died. 

Sept. ,11. Starting from Friendly Covo 
(having his Lordship iJishop Seghors 
and Father I3ral)ant on board, who arriv- 
ed iu a canoG lajt night) , took tho insido 
passage through Tahsia Canal and Nar- 
rows and Hecato Channel;oame to in Bol- 
lina Roodstoad, Esperanza Inlet; thick 
weather coming on steamod to Queen's 
Cove for tho night; tho I'^halitisaht and 
Noochatlalit tribes came on board. 

Sept. 13. After getting underweiprh; 
compelled to put back again to Quaon's 
Covo on account of tliick weather; leav- 
ing again in the afternoon; ateamed 
against a head wind to Kviupiot Sound 
anchoring in CJlaunuiok Harbor; the Ky- 
ukwhata have an enormous ranch, which 
was visited, also, the numerous fisliiug 
villag^es in this sound; thoy are tho larg- 
est tribe on the West Coast, if not ou 
Vancouver Island. 

Sept. 13. An early stait; the Bishoi) 
and Fdthor Brabant leaving us here; get- 
ting a fine breeee right off; rnnniug ten 
knots — too good not to take advantage of; 
passed Quatsnno Sound williout entering 
a.s was thought of; rounded Cajio Scott in 
a strong breeze, and anchored in Slius- 
shartie Bay; the Nawitoo tribe came ou 
board. 

Sept. 11. Went on to Fort Rupert, re- 
maining only a fow hours; arrived nt 
Alert Bay (Nimpkiah Rivor) and stayed 
there the niglit; viaitod llio Indians in the 
evening when thoy jiorformed a great 
war-dancoat tho Chief's Ijodgo. 

Sojit. 15. Passed a ileet of canops lUl 
bound for Victoria, through .Seymour 
Narrows; anchored in Gowlaud Harbor. 

Sept, Arrived in l)p)inrturo Bay; 
called and romainod tho night. 

Sept. 17, lioft Dep'U'tiiv.' Ji.iy. and 
lakinff tho outside pnB.'.age through Ac- 
.i)Y« PMi;'*rnv«d i^ Esduinialt Harbor. 



Improvement of JSfAlfiga.*

The Resident Eugineer of the Domin- 
ion Government has appointed Mr. G. B. 

Wriglit to organizo a party for the pur- 
pose of examining ami reporting aa to tho 
coat of improving the Fruser for 
steam navigation purpoaea by tho removal 
of obstructions. Tho party will bo form- 
ed immediately and tho survey made be- 
fore winter sets in. Thau Mr. Wright a 
better man could not be found for tho 
purpose. Ho has a thorough knowledge 
of tho river, acquired by years of stoam- 
l)oating on the Upper Fruser, and will 
soon lay a thorough and exhaustive re- 
port ou the subject before Mr. Pearse. 

TuE Jvwc Number of the Wesiminslei- 
Revieio begins on "Butler's Anology, Its 
Strength and Woakuoas" in au article well 
dosorving porsual by .snoli as admiro tho 
good old book, and otliera to whom it 
may bo unknown. Ne.Kt oomos a paper 
on Emigration, showing its advautagoa 
to all, and how old countries have sutTer- 
ed, and may suffer, from ill-considered 
atteiupta at its repression. Following is 
a kindly contrast between Goethe aud 
John Stuart Mill by a loving admirer of 
tho recoutly deceased English philoso- 
pher. Tho writer iJointH out tho «auao of 
"tho mass of ubuso and lui.sroprosonta- 
tiou" recently called forth by tlio publi- 
cation of Mill's Autobiography. The 
communication on the Admiralty and 
Navy Boonia scarcliing and thorough, 
abounding in auggesti(jns for improvo- 
ment. That on Mr. Lew(!3 and Mota- 
physioa ,will interest inotaphysioiauB, 
while tho one ou Lamarck, for Toolo- 
gista iu tlio first place, will attract all de- 
siring to trace the origin of the evolution 
doctrines, recently championed by Wal- 
lace, Uarwin and olhora. A long pajjor 
is devoLeil U) the "Emaucipatiou of Wo- 
men" for years advocated by the Wa.^l- 
)iiin.-,li:r li'jrtcir. Tho article olosSS with 
an eloquent extract from o reviewed work 
ou tho Hubjei^t by tho American soldier 
aud autlun- T. W. Iliggiuson. Wo wish 
it could bo given in full, but must bo 
contout with one sentence: "There can 
be uo quoation that tho present eijoch ^is 
initiating an [ompiro of the higher rea- 
son, of arts, aft'eetionB, aspirations, and 
for that epoch, the genius of woman lias 
bsen reserved." Article YIII in tlio 
fiidependent Section treats of tho 
Nationalization of tlio Established 
Churcli by tho alxdition of tosta, 
and the broadening of its base, so as to in 
cludo all Xonconforuiists. The writer, 
i'jdward Af.iilhind, st.itos that this would 
do away with i)ros(>c'uti()ns for heresy, and 
"tliu^ie Iii/brUl nislitniioyis the eccli-sinstlccil 
Co!n-/s.'' The italica are ours:— No small 
boon to Bishops, ho coiitiuuos, whose 
chief function thou would consist in pro- 
viding congregations with teachers liko- 
ly to work in profitable acojrd with them 
on the basis of free thought and free ex- 
pression." Tho Contemporary Literature 
dei)artmont of tho Recicxo is as usual very 
attractive. The Hfricir is to bo found on 
tho magazine table of the Mechanics lu- 
stituto Ueading lioom and there may yet 
he an odd copy on tho well prov'dod coun- 
ter of Mosbrs. llibbou k Co., Govorninont 
street. 

TuEUK seems reason to fear that hor- 
I iiig, which enter so largely into tho diet 
of tli'i po jr of OiMat Britain, aro gradu.il- 
ly ilisapiM-ariug from tho c<')ast of )'2ng- 
land. In IHT,'!, with a iiumb(<r of bo.ats 
engaged in the lisherv greatly in excess 
of that of tho previous year, tho catch 
was proportioiiably small - larger than 
usual iu bulk, but smaller in the peroeut- 
ag>! for each boat. Overfishing may to 
Home extent have been the cauao of this, 
but yet when the enormous fecundity of 
tho herring is taken into account it is evi- 
dent that man alone can have had com- 
l)!iratively little to do with tho surprising 
diminution of the yield. A hundred and 
fifty years ago cod was incabuilably abun- 
dant in places on tho American coast 
where now it barely pays to seek thotn, 
and the same is true of many other edi- 
ble fish. Tho bluelish,that marine butcher 
into whose voracious maw beiugs almost 
aa large as himself oau be orammed, and 
whoso appetito is uerer satisfied.is mainly 
rospousiblo for tho ill-lnok of the flsher- 
mou; and against the bluefish neither 
man, cod nor herring has yet an efficient 
dofouco. Yet recent oxperimonts in pi- 
sciculture show that it is possible so to 
guard rivers and inland streams from 
predatory fish as to protect, at least to 
some extent, those which are edible from 
being docimated l)y others. 

HEAT excitement is jirovalcnt among 
military circles at tlie rumor that tho 
Duke of Cambridge is about to vacate tho 
office of Commander-in-Chief of tho army 
which he has held for the last eighteen 
years. The Duke has for a long tince 
been sufTering from gout and sciatica, 
which during the past throo months have 
incroasod so much as to completely dis- 
able liini from taking oxorcise. Ho is a 
brave, houovablo aud woll-intentioiiod 
man, but obstinate and headstroug, and 
i.s not supposed to have any special qual- 
ilications for the post.

His wound is re- 
covering. " Inreforouce to thi>i ox- 
eimiigo of courtesies, the "Journal de 
Paris" publislies as genuine the sub- 
joiuod letter, wliiidi it stiitoa Laa been 
written by tho German Chancellor to a 
friend of liis in Xuple.s: 

"Dear Fri(uid - Among tlio comijli- 
lueuts which are generally pnu\ to peo- 
ple in iiower, I hardly expected to see 
my name given to children at their 
bftptism. It is only in Italy tliiit I have 
hod that honor, I nia neither pleased 
nor ftinusod at it; I am only sorry for 
it. I recollect that in 1847 tlio name 
of Pius IX, was given to chiklreu, and 
(iiuong the Queens of Europe there is 
one callofl Pia. Then camo the power 
of Napoleon III., and how luaiiy liltlo 
NaiioloouH wore lioru foiLliwitli anumg 
theltaliaus! To-day it is my turn, 
aud little BismarokH are beginning to 
ai.]ioar. I regard that as a bad augu- 
ry, aud begin to bo afraid. If you can 
prevent the example of Casei'te being 
followed you will do mo a service.

An Interesting Discovery. 

Biblical students will be interested 
to lenrn the striking results of investi- 
gations made by Henry Brugsoh-Bey 
on tho' subject of the Exodus. This 
geutloman is Vice-President of the 
free schools at Cairo, and is one of the 
most Icnrnod nud careful of Egyptolo- 
gists. He has spent a long time in 
studying ancient records and in exam- 
ining the country iu order to test the 
Bible account. According to the re- 
cord given by Moses, that leader, hav- 
ing obtained permission from 
Pharaoh to take tho children of Israel 
into the desert to ofl'er sacrifice to the 
Almighty, conducted them out of 
RaniUHes, and thence by several short 
journeys to the sea. The eflbrfc of 
Brugsch-Bey has been to find the city 
of RaauiHCs, to trace tho Journey, anil 
to diaoovcr a jioint where tho passage 
could have boon made without suppos- 
ing an absolute miracle. 

In tho museum of Liege a letter was 
found in which the writer reports that 
ho has obeyed an order to distribute 
grain to tho "Hebrews ern]iloyed upon 
the stone for the great fortress of the 
city of Eaamses." Other documents 
show that the city was l)uilt liy Ra- 
amses II. A poet has written an en- 
thusiastic eulogy upon the city, and 
on the reverse of this writing is an ac- 
count rendered by tho masons appoint- 
ed to SCO that tho Eprion (Hebrews) 
make every day, under tlie siijjervision 
of brutal soldiery, tlie nuiiibor of l)rickH 
required of thcni. llaaia.ses is now 
certainly recognized in the gigantic 
ruins of the ancient Tains, called Zan 
Ijylho Egy])tiaiis and Zuau by tho IFe- 
brcws. This explains, by the way, 
two verses in tlui scvouty-eiglith 
Psalm: 

"ilArvuUoui thliiKi dill ho lu tbo HlgUt of tliL-ir fatlicri 

laud of Egypt, in the ttold of Zatn. 
"lie dlTidsd tbe aea and cauietl them to pau through; 

and lie made the mten toitand as an heap." 

The city of Raamses then was situ- 
ated upou the Tanitic branch of tho 

Nile, then a very large stream, and 
was the key to tho passage between 
Egypt aud Asia. It was noiir tho 
fortress of Mi^'dol wliore the Israel- 
ites made a halt, and is not far from 
another district of which the capital, 
Aithono, was one of the "treasure ci- 
ties" built by the Hebrews, according 
to the book of Exodus. These several 
districts, as also Goshen, which the 
Pharaoh of tho time gave to Jacob, 
were inhabited not by Egyptaians but 
by the Khalon, a mixed race which 
ruled over the Pheuiciana and the 
Bedouins of Arabia, and whicdi oven 
now occupies the borders of Lal;o 
Louzaloli. The journey of the He- 
brews from llaauise to Migdol is ex- 
actly that foUowoil, a('cording to a 
papyrus in the British Museum, by a 
man charged with tho duty of pursu- 
ing and recovering two slaves vrlio had 
escaped from the service of a great 
lord of the I'^gyptians. These slaves 
also tried to reach tho desert, lloeing 
from Raamses to Huccoth, tliouoo to 
Khatom (the Ethom pt the Scriptures) 
and to l^Iagdol. If Moses took this 
route and did nol enter at once into 
the land of the PliilistineB, it was be- 
cause HaaiaseR II. had with that peo- 
ple a treaty, tho text of which, engra- 
ven upon a monument^ yet exists at 
riiebes. By this treaty Roamsos and 
the Prince of the Khetiens, the most 
powerful of the rulers in the land of 
Canaan, uuitually bound themselves 
to return all persons escaping from the 
service of the other into their own ter- 
ritory. In coiisequouco of his know- 
ledge of this treaty Moses led the peo- 
ple of Israel more to the noi'th, and 
crossed, not the Red Sea, but, at tho 
lower coasts of the !\Ioditeranean, tho 
lake anciently called Sirlionis. 

The J. -?l:'_.tido which overtook the 
troops of iTiYr^jllj. Monoptah, son of 
Pharaoh K4anirf5^;i4'I- > whose reign 
the exodus took pfaco, is a common 
'jccurrcnco iu these parts. Boih Stra- 
1)0 and DiodiiniB Hiculns cite facts 
which ;^'o to show that in tlie roj:;i(,)ns 
called "the ^^'ulfs," suddou s\vclli'i;.;'s 
of the water aro ol).-;orvod, and at such 
tiiuo King Artaxcrxes, who Nvas 
leadin;^' an expod.itiou against Egypt, 
lost his whole aviiiy l)y dnnvuin;^'. 'i'h'j 
account of the journey of tliu Ib'brev. s 
under JIoHOs is (>iitiroly cimaistent with 
Uiese facts and this tlu'ory. They 
followed the wilderness of Sliuve, 
which is situated between the Mediter- 
ranean and the Gulf of Suez. The 
bitter waters of Marali aretlie brarldsli 
waters of the Suez lakes, lilliiii, u luoc 
they made a haul, is to-day 
called E'm IMusa. Aud it, was 
only after they had crossed tlie 
Isthmus that they tui-ned and came t( > 
the wilderness of Sinai. By a com- 
parison of tho Bible with ancient docu- 
ments and geo;.;raidiical facls,linigsch- 
Beylias been eual)led to olVi-r ji r(?aM)ii- 
ble, simple and positive <.'xplaiiatioii 
of an event which Biblical commenta- 
tors havo for more than eighteen cen 
turios badly comprehended and 
wrongly iuterjireled. lie does not re- 
ject the tlieoi-y of Divine intervention 
for the cliildren of Israel, but he docs 
show where aud how a certain natural 
phoiiomonon might have como to their 
relief, especially if Moses had happen- 
ed to know the curious freak of nature 
at tho point where he crossed. — ' 'Bos- 
ton Daily Advertiser."

"American Notes" are expected 
from John Mitchell, who now says he 
isn't a very ardent admirer of Ameri- 
cans generally. Not surprising. He 
joined tho Confederate army, and got 
punishment for insubordination in that 
cajiacity. 

The Liverpool "Courier" of the 8th 
August says: Mr. H. M. Stanley will 
leave England on hia African mission 
next week. His body guard will num- 
ber 800 men, a large portion of whom 
have served in tho navy. 

Alexandra Dumas was invited to tho 
literary dinner given by tho Lord May- 
or •f London, and replied as follows: — 

"My Lord, I thank you for having 
thought of me; but you flhoidd under- 
stand that I cannot go to dine in a 
eountry which authorizes the literature 
of M. Vermorsch and forbids mine ?" 
Vermerach was one of the Commune 
and is now a fugitive in London. 

The plans of the railway which is to 
ascend Mount Vesuvius are now com- 
plete. The route will be 16 1 miles in 
length. The grades are 20 and Sr> per 
cent., and tho road terminates at a fow 
feet from tho crater. There will be 
one station, protected by a sort of 
break-lava, which will divert the flow 
in case of eruptions from the building 
and rails. The road is so laid out as 
to bo naturally sheltered at every 
point, except for a distance of about 
sixty feet. 

It is a popular story in Franco that 
the Prussmns cannot make a perfect 
bell out of the cannon captured from 
t he I'rench in the late war. It seems 
the Germans wanted to make a great 
l)ell for the Cathedral at Cologne out 
of these French trophies. The three 
first attempts to ca.st the boll failed 
entirely.and ou the fourth trial.thougb 
the hell itself was a success, it came 
out uimus the Imperial crown, the 
symbol of German unity. Tho French 
choroniclers also assui-e us that the 
tone of the bell has also been defective 
and that it produces .strange sounils 
which resemble sighs and groans. 

M. Kochefort, the escaped Com- 
munist, visited Oxford lately, accom- 
])anied by half a dozen friends; but at 
Balliol College he was recognized, and 
had to beat a hasty retreat out of the 
city. 

A gentleman wlio crossed the At- 
lantic iu the steamer which bore itoche- 
fort to England, says that the marked 
admiration of tho "fugitive of Noumea 
for a young American lady aftbrded 
much amusement to the other pas- 
sengers. Rochofort being — unfortu- 
nately for the fair object of hia admira- 
tion — unable to speak a word of Eag^ 
lish, used to wrap himself in a tiger 
skin and talce a seat on deck, where 
he could watch the beautiful destroy- 
er of his jience of mind, and look all 
that ho was unable to say to her.

In London, the other day, G-oorga 
Dewar, a child only eleven years of 
ago, was charged with attempting to 
pass a fur^-ed cho(iue for £15 lOs. , 
whudi had evidently been stolen from 
the office of his employers. The little 
culprit, who ia the son of respectable 
])arents, said ho found the cheque in* 
King William street, and that he want- 
ed the money to go to Scotland to see 
his sister. Messrs. Gosling, bankers. 
Fleet street, upon whom the cheque 
had been drawn, in consideration of 
tho child's tender years, withdrew the 
charge, and the prisoner was handed 
over to his father.
